The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The subject matter for the independent claims could not be found or was not 
suggested in the prior art. The subject matter not found was an implantable gastric 
stimulator that classifies sensed intrinsic gastric activity as normal or abnormal and then 
delivers the electrical stimulation when the sensed gastric activity is classified as normal 
in combination with the other limitations of the claim. The closest prior art Cigaina (U.S. 
Pat. 5,423,872) fails to sense and classify the activity as normal or abnormal and then 
deliver the therapy when the activity is classified as normal.
